The Arny and Navy Journal says: If the 
dssiro of the civil authorities of the Phillippoes 
to assist in the devolopment of the railroads 
jn the iclands by gusranteing the bonds. 
required to fiuance tho project can be executed 
without imposing undue burdens upon the tax 
payers, it deserves all poss.ble encouragoment in 
‘Washington as well as in Manils. ‘The vailway 
is a civiliser oud a posee-prerervor. Every fifty 
milos of track built in the islands ‘will serve 
asa permanent force ‘for the improvement and 
tho maintenance of law aud order. In some 
provinevs of the Philippines where ,the i .sur- 
rection was most stubbornly oontinned the’ 
restoration of peace was followed by the con- 
atrnotion of extensive projects of wagon-roads 
under the direction of the United States Army.

The favor with which the proposed constraction 
of reilwoys in the Philippines is regarded by 
the War Department is undoubtedly inspired 
by tho results which have followed the construs- 
tion of wagon roads by the Army. The Army

Tha TMC. trade reports on Kosloon and 
on Lappa in 1902 aro written by Messrs. 
R. B. Moorhsad and W. N. Moreliouse respec- 
tively. We sabjoin the introductory remarks 
from each report :-— ¢

The not value of the year's trade reveals a 
decline of Hk. Tis, 2,344,342 on the net value 
of tho trado for tho yoar 1001. This shrinkage’ 
is to ho partly attributed to the change in the 
control of the Canton Native Cnstom “House, 
which took pluco in the beginning of .the 
Chinese New Year, about 22nd Februnry, and 
partly to the drought which prevailed duriog 
the latter hulf of the year. The change in the 
control of the Cauton Natives Customs had the’ 
effect of nullifying cortain privileges formerly 
granted by the okt reyzme to certuin imports 
antl exports, such as cotton and yarn, cussin,

‘Lhe drought checked the 
advancement of all agricultural preduets and 
caused a complete failure of the autumn crop of 
rice, necessitating the importation of Jurge 
quentit.es frota neighbouring countries, the 
yalie of which oxcerded by Hk.

"This untoward check to the development of 
trade waa further emphasised by the con- 
tinuous and masked fall in the exchange value 
of silver, by introducing, on the one hand, a 
harassing element of nacertainty in the sphere 
of foreign mercantile operations, and, on ihe 
other, enhancing the’ prices of commodities 
to native consumers, ‘The current of tradu 
flowing (hrough thoss- statious is so largely 
affected by the condition and prospects of 
commerce in Macao that reference to tho 
intercsts and efforts of the Colony may throw 
light ou the Lappa field, With regard to the 
new Liso-Chinese Treaty, which is being 
submitted to the Government of Portugal 
preliminary to ratification, the Leal Senado 
addressed u communication to the Home 
Government urging that there be no delay in 
curying the matter to a spoedy conelusion. 
It is seid that it is proposed to give Macao 
semewhut the statug of a Treaty port ia 
respect af Chivese Customs treatment. The 
privilege lies in permitting steamers and 
sailing versels alike to trade between Mucao 
ant Chi: ere ports, end the obligation evtailed 
in payment of duties to the Chiuoso Customs 
in accordanos with tho revised. tariff.
